did Samuel, or Paul dia Timothy. ace eat 


Much honor is due many who were foredd t to folld w the former method; 
but if time and talent are valued, it is the more expengive as well as less effic- 
ient method. Hence, the importance of providing far our Baptist Schools, 
Colleges, and Seminaries, and contributing to their ajd fund for ministerial 
students. Brother, if one of the noble boys now in Clinton, Louisville, or 
Fort Worth, perhaps poorly fed and thinly clad, striving perhaps to prepare to 
better preach the Gospel, were your son, would you no} help bear the burden, 
or share the sacrifice? Does the cause of your Masteq depend any less upon 
his preparation than if he were your son? As ye would that others do unto 
your sons, do ye even so unto theirs, for our Master’ sake. 


In the last two years, Mississippi has fallen $545335 behind the amount 
furnished her sons in the Southern Baptist [Phsologs al Seminary. Should 
this deficit continue? Shall it? 


We would not ignore the Divine call, Hut - ued recognize the Divine 
plan of the Great Teacher who, amid diverse duties; sp¢nt much time teaching 

aie He commissioned to preach, often retiring from the multitude for that 
purpose. And in His farewell instructions, He bald,” As my, Father sent me, 
even so send I you.’ 

To the young man who feels called to sabtelt, we jvould recommend any 
good high school, then Clark Memorial College, or- our dwn Mississippi College 
and the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary or Southwestern Baptist Theo-

To those who can pursue the above course, we {would say, accept no 
substitute; but to those who ¢an not, we would sugges{ that the preachers of 
this Association adopt a course of home study of such theological subjects as 
they think most helpful with the Bible, and, meet -at kuch times and places 
as they desire and edify one another.

REPORT ON FQREIGN MISSIONS. 


Foreign Mississions js that depr-*ment of missionary enterprise fostered 
by Southern Baptists, w hich deals \ Aly with our missionary work in for- 
eign countries. Southern Baptists, through thier Foreign Mission Board, 
at Richmohd, Va., are doing Missionary work in seven countries, to-wit: 
China, Japan, Africa, Italy, Brazil, Argentina, and Mexico. In these coun- 
tries we have 259 regular churches, ith 559 preaching missions. The Board 
has under appointment 231 missionaries, 98 native preachers, and 278 native 
helpers. Lhst year this force of workers added to these churches by bap- 
tism, 3,223): persons Southern Baptists contributed last _year to this 
cause the sim of $501,058.84. Of this amount Mississippi gave $31,634.65. 
At the last! State Convention, the Churches were asked to raise the sum of 
$36,000.00. | Of this amount, Harmony Association was requested to try and 


raise the sum of $400.00. ‘We hope that each Church endeavored to raise its 
apport ionmpnt. +. 


Your Committee recommend that this Committee become a permanent 


feature of our Missionary work, and that they be requested to lay out the 
work on a bor © increase for next year,/and that the Churches be requested 
to try their) best to raise the amounts apportioned to them.
